Flint has been turning out the 
tanks at the rate of one a week, 
although,;crews ,wprk -oh,-each 
one "for a'month'. 


The big tanks sell for about 


$40,000, and that's too much for 
a "hot 
dog."

Get Physical Checkup 
Before a Hunting Trip

The hunting season rolls 


around as regularly as Labor 
Day and Thanksgiving. The 
prospective hunter s h o u l d 
check not only his equipment 
but also his own physical con- 
dition. Each year more hunt- 
ing deaths are caused by 
heart attacks than by acci- 
dental gunshot wounds. The 
victims are almost

men who haven't had a physi- 
cal checkup since they went 
before their draft board. 


When you report to your 


doctor for a prehunting exami- 
nation, you should be able to 
tell him how cold it will get 
at night and how hot it will be 
at midday where you are 
going, how far you are likely 
to hike through rough country 
and how much of this will be 
uphill, and whether you wjU 
be hunting; mountain goats or 
other game at a high altitude.

able tips: You should embark 
on a physical conditioning pro- 
gram well in advance of your 
trip.

The new heart spasms >were 


reported in a bulletin Issued late 
Wednesday night by doctors at 
Walter 
Reed Army Hospital 


where he Is fighting to recover 
from his seventh heart attack. 


Although doctors said the 77- 


year-old general was resting 
comfortably and that his life 
signs were stable, the report in- 
dicated a setback after nearly 
24 hours in which the dangerous 
spasms had steadily declined. 


The bulletin for the first time 


used the word "Irritability" In- 
stead of irregularity, but the 
doctors did not spell out why. 


The latest report said: 
"Gen, Elsenhower has again 


shown some Increase of heart 
irritability since this afternoon's 
bulletin. He is presently resting 
comfortably and his vital life 
signs are stable." 


Earlier in the day doctors re- 


ported that a new drug had ap- 
peared to be effective to control- 
ling the spasms. 


The drug is a synthetic sub- 


stance called lidocaine, chemi- 
cally related to the pain killer 
novocalne, but more powerful. 


Although it has not been ap- 


proved by the Food and .Drug 
Administration for general car- 
diac use, it is under extensive 
clinical investigation. 


A researcher for the National 


Heart Institute said the general 
tone of scientific reports so far 
on its use to control heart rhy« 
thyms is that "it has been very 
effective when used properly 
and most effective when used 
early to the course of the car-
